Jesse Reeder, ninety-seven years old, a man who, in his bayhood days 
viewed with wonder the first locomotive to rumble through the pine lands of 
South Carolina, and a man who has seen the making of the republic, is ix 
Mobile, a guest of his son, Jesse Reeder, residing on Palmetto Street. 

Mr. Reeder, whilé ninety-seven years old tn July, 1909, is still hale and 
hearty, in full possession of his faculties, converses freely and gets about 
fairly well. The only infirmity the weight of years seems to have affected | 
him with ls a slight stiffness in his ankles. He has a splendid pair of eyes, 
reading ordinary print without glasses, and bls skin is absolutely without a 
wrinkle. His hair, it (s crue, is white, but that ls the only Indication one sees 
that would point to old age. His voice has a ring, and his intellect is sharp.

wagons until daybreak to see it, It came through spitting fire from the little 
smoke-stack dnd rustling and dangling over the light ralls of the rime.’ Is 
was a wonderful sight to ime,-then a mere lad. I did not then know the 
| wonders I should be spared to see. 1 did not know then that it would be but
